This application contains tine following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCI Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 
Group 1 , claim(s) 1-23 and 43, drawn to an apparatus for molding. 
Group 2, claim(s) 24-31 , drawn to an apparatus for framing a blank. 
Group 3, claim(s) 32-41 , drawn to a method for molding a component.

2. The inventions listed as Groups 1-4 do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the common 
technical feature present in the independent claims of all four groups is the clamping of 
a blank within a frame. The common technical feature was found to not define over the 
prior art a posteriori by Salas et al. (PN 6328548) Due to the lack of a common special 
technical feature the four groups are subject to restriction.
